retnry-treasurer. The Petersburg Gas
Company ls the only company furnlBh-
lng gas ln the clty. and has valuable
prupertles and a large patronnge hero.
No detullH of the transactlon have
liocn mado pulillc. It is sald that
Presldent Htrottd wlli arrive ln tiic,
clty ln {} few days, when tlie policy oi

the company will be rrmde known. nnd
probably some chnnges announced In
ihe local ofllce. The American Gas
Company owna twenty other gas prop-
ertles.

sary to state that the local optlon
election Is excltlng more Interest than
any or all of the others combined and
that on the 27th Petersburg wlll poll
the hlggest vot0 of recent years. Un¬
der the old reglme she eometlme.
polled over 4,000 votes. Under tho poll-
tax system the vote has fallen as low
as 1,-00. It is belleved lt wlll exceed
2,000 on the llquor questlon.
Mayor .Willlam M. Jones wlll send a

messagc to the Common Councl to-
morrow rccommcndlng the appointment
of an Insp-ctor of buidlngs for tho
clty. An ordlnancc wlll have to he
Introduced creating the offlcec, pre-
scriblng the dutles and fixlng the pay
of the offlcer. and the matter wlll prob¬
ably be referrcd to the Flnance Com¬
mlttee for conslderatlon and report.
